Group II, claim(s) 1-6,9-16,19-23,28-37, drawn to a method of clonal derivation of differentiated hBS- 
derived cells using non-enzymatic treatment to dissociate hBS-dcrived cell colonies and separately 
cultivating single cells in a serum based medium and optionally changing to serum-free medium. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-II do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 
13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the 
following reasons: 

A) The invention has no special technical feature that defined the contribution over the prior art,

The only technical feature linking the inventions 
is a method of nonenzymatic dissociation of cells for clonal propagation in culture, which is not a 
contribution over the prior art (see Vassilieva, S et al, 2000, Experimental Cell Research, 258:361-373). 
There is no special technical feature common to each invention that is a contribution over the prior art.
